Traditionally eaten on Shrove Tuesday by 
locals the Earls Barton Leek pie still stands 
as a traditional dish in the Northampton¬ 
shire area. The village gathers together at 
the Methodist Church Hall to attend the 
annual Leek Pie supper. 


Originally under the name British and 
African Cereal Company Limited, Weetabix 
has been harvest in Northamptonshire 
since 1932. Since changing its name in 
1936 Weetabix has become a world famous 
brand. 


Originating in Wellingborough the ock ‘n’ 
dough is a pastry dish containing offcuts 
of ham cooked with onions and stock. 
Famous for this dish, Wellingborough has a 
pub named after it. 


Similar to a Christmas pudding, the Long 
Buckby Feast pudding is traditionally 
made in August. The village holds the Long 
Buckby Feast on August bank holiday in 
the market place where there is a competi¬ 
tion to find the best Feast Pudding. 

The Northamptonshire pudding stands out 
for its simplicity. The pudding is steamed 
and contains Raspberry jam and was popu¬ 
lar in the thirties.

Paramedics helped by National Trust staff

Paramedics have said that 
fire extinguisher-wielding 
National Trust employees 
were the first on the scene 
after it was discovered that 
the plane’s fuel tank had 
been punctured. 

Canons Ashby House 
employees came prepared 
after discovering that fuel 
had leaked on to the wood¬ 
en plane. 

Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance crew members 
arrived at Canons Ashby 
House just 13 minutes after 


receiving the emergency 
call. 

Paramedics at the scene 
of the light aircraft crash 
yesterday treated 11-year- 
old Oliver Nuttall first 
because his injuries were 
‘more severe’. 

Pilot Giles English, 39, 
from Moreton Pinkney, 
Northamptonshire and 
Oliver were flown to hospi¬ 
tals in Coventry and 
Birmingham for further 
treatment. 

Both Casualties suffered 
serious but non-life threat¬ 


ening injuries. 

Air ambulance critical 
care paramedic Jenny 
Conway, 32, Rugby, who 
has been a crew member 
for four years, said: “We 
would like to thank the 
National Trust employees 
who were first on scene 
and reassured the casual¬ 
ties until we arrived. 

“They also had a fire 
extinguisher, which was 
important as the fuel tank 
had been punctured and 
fuel had leaked on to the 
wooden plane.”

An eyewitness to a light 
aircraft crash in Canons 
Ashby House on Monday 
says he saw the wooden 
two-seater biplane spiral¬ 
ling towards the ground 
before he heard ‘an 
almighty bang’. 

Chris Smith, 59, garden 
and park manager for the 
Northamptonshire 
National Trust tourist 
attraction for 28 years said 
he has ‘never seen any¬ 
thing like it before.’ 

The dad-of-two who lives 
in Canons Ashby heads up 
the team who look after the 
manor house’s 18th centu¬ 
ry grounds and gardens. 

He said: “It came towards 
the house and looked as 
though it was climbing and 
then went in to a spiral. It 
flew behind my house. 
Then I heard an almighty 
bang - a crash!” 

Chris was in his garden at 
the time and after he heard 
the noise he feared the 
worst and called over his 
radio to other staff and 


neighbouring residents. 

He continued: “We all just 
ran to the field from differ¬ 
ent direction. We kept on 
running. We had fire extin¬ 
guishers in one hand and 
first aid kits in the other. 

“Although about eight of 
us are trained in first aid, 
including myself, there was 
nothing we could do when 
we got there. We just tried 
to keep them awake; keep 
them conscious until the 
air ambulance arrived. 

“One volunteer held the 
boys head and stroked his 
face in an effort to keep 


him from falling asleep. 

“I saw that fuel had 
leaked, but we didn’t try to 
move the people because it 
wasn’t on fire so we thought 
it would be best to wait. 

“It was either very lucky or 
very clever that he man¬ 
aged to crash on the only 
bit of flat land. He could 
have smashed into the 
wooded area or lakes. 

“When I saw the plane 
and the two people inside it 
was one of the scariest 
moments of my life. It’s 
something I won’t forget. 

“There was nothing we 


could really do. We just had 
to wait for help to arrive. 

“It was beyond what we 
were trained for. 

“We were trying to make 
them as comfortable as 
possible. Once emergency 
services arrived it was a 
combined effort from eve¬ 
ryone to help them. 

“The families arrived 
soon after the crash. 

“We did not expect this to 
happen. 

“I have never seen any¬ 
thing like this before and I 
don’t want to see another 
one.”

A team of blind participants will undertake 
the Three Peaks Challenge on Friday in aid of 
Blind in Business. 

This is a charity dedicated to helping blind 
and partially sighted people into work 
through training and employment services. 

The team will include Daniel and Michael 
Smith, 21-year-old twin brothers from North 
London, who, whilst studying at university, 
lost their sight within a year of one another. 

This happened after they developed a rare 
genetic condition called ‘Leber’s Hereditary 
Optic Neuropathy’ (LHON). Alan Lock 
is also set to join the team. 

Alan is a former Royal Navy 
Officer who has worked with 
Blind in Business for a number of 
years. 

In late 2003 he began to suffer 
from Macular Degeneration 
which rapidly destroyed much of 
his vision and cost him his mili¬ 
tary career. 

Despite this, Alan has completed 10 
marathons including the 151 mile 
Marathon Des Sables in the Sahara Desert. 

In 2008, set a Guinness World Record, rais¬ 
ing over $80,000 for charity when he became 


the first visually impaired person to row 
across the Atlantic Ocean. 

The event is being organised and supported 
by Sight and Sound Technology, the UK’s 
leading provider of hardware and software for 
the blind, visually impaired and those with 
learning and reading difficulties. 

A team from Sight and Sound Technology 
will also be embarking on the challenge. 

Daniel and Michael said: “We are excited 
about taking on this challenge. An integral 
part of our respective rehabilitations has been 
giving back to those who have helped us over 
the past 12 months. 

“Proving to ourselves that we can find our 
limits whilst not being able to see that well has 
proved to be a great confidence booster.”

Fuel poverty in England 

While it is encouraging that the 
latest figures show an overall drop 
in the number of fuel poor house¬ 
holds, it is unacceptable that there 
are still over two million house¬ 
holds across England living in fuel 
poverty. 

It’s also concerning that disabili¬ 
ty benefits are still being counted 
as income when calculating fuel 
poverty, despite previous recom¬ 
mendations for them to be exclud¬ 
ed. 

Disability benefits are designed 
to cover the extra costs of disabili¬ 
ty and to help disabled people 
achieve the same standard of liv¬ 
ing as those without disabilities. 
More disabled people could be 
pushed in to fuel poverty if they 
have to use this income to pay 


their energy costs. 

In addition, the statistics high¬ 
light how energy efficient social 
housing is in comparison to the 
private rented sector. In light of 
the recent Housing Benefit chang¬ 
es, more people on low incomes 
may find themselves moving in to 
the private rented sector, and pos¬ 
sibly into less energy efficient 
properties.

Will it 
go the same way way as Favell 
House with NHS still effecting the 
full funding cut? 

Hospices allow residents to live 
their remaining life. A breath of 
fresh air contrasting with ‘the 
right to die’ we are constantly 
bombarded with. 

We will not see a great upturn in 
the country’s fortunes until we 
treat people as human-beings 
rather than profit-heads and cost- 
centres.

Butterfly numbers are on the 
increase in the county. 

You may have noticed more 
butterflies outside in your 
gardens, on the flowers and 
flying around than you did 
last year. 

With the warm summer 
sunshine in the last few 
weeks it has caused numbers 
across Northamptonshire to 
rise and reach a healthier 
level than they were this time 
in 2012. 

One of the people who is 
responsible for charting the 
butterfly figures in 
Northamptonshire is county 
co-ordinator for Wider 
Countryside Butterfly Survey, 
Clare Tipping 

She said: “What I am 
responsible for is co-ordinat¬ 
ing volunteers who cover 1km 
area a couple of times a year 
in Northamptonshire and 
count the wildlife. 

“These surveys are carried 
out twice a year in July and 
August and last about half an 
hour each time 

“I think earlier this year the 
numbers were low but with

the warmer weather the 
numbers have steadily risen. 

“In April it appeared the 
butterflies were one month 
behind where they should be. 

“Once the weather improved 
we started to see an increase 
in species like the Purple 
Emperor. 

“There are a number of 
them in Fineshade where 
walks are held to take people 
to see them in their natural 
environment. 

“We are now starting to see 


a lot more Peacocks, Whites 
and small tortoise shells. 

“There are a lot more paint¬ 
ed ladies. 

“The last time there was an 
influx of them was in 2009. 

“All the figures we get go to 
the county recorder.” 

The WCBS carry out surveys 
to monitor the butterfly pop¬ 
ulation in the county. 

The group expect to receive 
the latest butterfly figures 
from this summer in January 
or February.

Precious cat 
found dead

A kitten named Precious 
Princess by its five-year-old 
owner was found dead with 
unexplained injuries including a 
broken back and pelvis last week. 

Heartbroken youngster Emilie 
Herrick was horrified after her 
one-year-old cat which went 
missing for two days was found 
dead by her older brother. 

Police launched an investiga¬ 
tion after the cat was found near 
the family’s home in Prentice 
Court, Northampton, on August 
7. 

Jack Hall, 13, was playing with 
friends when he discovered his 
missing cat. 

He said: “As soon as I found the 
cat I went to tell my mum. 

“I had to tell her quietly because 
I didn’t want my sister to hear. 

“I’m still really angry and upset 
about what happened. It was hor¬ 
rible finding her like that.” 

Mum Nicola Herrick said the 
cat’s body was pressed flat to the 
ground with her legs sprawled- 
out. 

She said: “One of her eyes was 
popping out. It was horrible. 

“My daughter wanted to know 
what was going on so I carried the 
cat in and showed her just its face. 

“The body was too horrifying to 
show her but I let her see Precious’ 
face. 

“She then kissed her hand and 
gently touched the cat’s face to 
say goodbye. 

“When my son found her he 
didn’t pick her up, he could just

tell from looking at her that she 
was already gone.” 

Nicola was not worried at first 
when the cat did not come home. 

She added: “The cat plays with 
the neighbours cat and some¬ 
times she would sleep at their 
house or vice versa. 

“It wasn’t until a few days had 
gone by that I started to become 
concerned. 

“I asked neighbours and none of 
them had seen Precious or knew 
where she was.” 

The family’s pet puppy Frank 
has allegedly noticed the change. 

Nicola added: “He just sits 
where she used to sit and is always 
sniffing around. 

“We’d only had him a couple of 
weeks when she died. He’s lost his 
play friend.” 

The pet is believed to have died 
sometimes between 3pm on 
Monday August 5 and 6pm on 
Wednesday August 7. 

Police say the cat has suffered 
severe injuries but that it is 
unclear how they were sustained.

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GRIME TEAM: archaeologists are making interesting Roman finds 


Moat Lane 
dig open day

Archaeologists have uncovered 
cattle skulls, pots and vases at an 
excavation site in Towcester. 

The public were invited to a dig 
open day on Thursday and were 
able to view the remains of a 
roman building. 

Officials believe it could have 
been used as a community build¬ 
ing, such as a pub. 

Dad-of-one Mark Patenall, 49, 
has been working on the three- 
month project. 

He said; “The most interesting 
part is working on the roman 
remains and trying to under¬ 
stand what the building might 
have been years ago. 

“I found a key and chain, which 
was pretty exciting. We need to 
find out where it fits now.” 

Project manager of the Moat 
Lane regeneration scheme Ian 
Thompson said: “What’s interest¬ 
ing is bringing all of the different 
parts of the scheme together. 

“This gives the public the 
chance for an open viewing of the 
site. 

“It would be nice to have the site 
preserved but we are not yet sure 
what we will be doing with our 
findings.” 



South Northamptonshire 
Council (SNC), with development 
partner Morgan Sindall 
Investments Ltd and Cotswold 
Archaeology the company has 
been carrying out the investiga¬ 
tion at Moat Lane. 

Whitton’s Lane where they will 
be able to view the remains of a 
substantial building which may 
have been used to hold water. 

It is believed that it could have 
been used as a small reservoir for 
an industrial process. Any arte¬ 
facts and other remains could 
cast light on its former use. 

Members of the public were able 
to view the pebbled surface of an 
uncovered Roman street which 
runs alongside the building 
towards Watling Street. 

Portfolio holder for economic 
development and regeneration 
Cllr Rupert Fordham said: “It is 
always important to record these 
finds before a site is developed.”

Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership (NEP) has announced 
£735,000 of funding has been 
awarded to 17 Northamptonshire 
businesses in round one of its High 
Performance Technologies (HPT) 
Investment Programme. 

The grants, awarded and managed 
by Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership, with support from 
local industry and the Government’s 
Regional Growth Fund (RGF) and 
the European Regional 
Development Fund (ERDF), will 
create 180 jobs and safeguard a fur¬ 
ther 49 jobs. 

In addition, these funding awards 
will enable the 17 successful com¬ 
panies to secure a total of £5.1 mil¬ 
lion in private sector investment. 

Successful applicants in the first 
round of funding include manufac¬ 
turer English Harbour Yachts, 


whose funding will be used to 
develop and market a new, environ¬ 
mentally friendly motorboat; vehi¬ 
cle tracking company VeriLocation, 
that will expand its business and 
product offering as a result of the 
funding; and specialist composite 
manufacturer MCT Engineering, 
whose funding will be used not only 
to expand its premises but also to 
invest in new staff to help grow the 
business. 

Tim Bagshaw, Head of Investment 
at Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership, said: 

“Northamptonshire’s HPT network 
is an incredibly important industry 
for the local economy and with over 
80 per cent of the cluster being small 
or medium-sized businesses it has 
real potential for growth. 

This funding forms part of a bigger 
support programme that is helping 
to make that growth happen, with 
the first round of funding already 
securing a significant number of 
jobs and high level of private invest¬ 


ment. We would encourage other 
businesses in the area who feel they 
might also benefit from the fund to 
get in touch.” 

The Northamptonshire HPT 
Investment Programme was award¬ 
ed £1.2 million from the 
Government’s RGF and £500,000 
from ERDF aims to support the 
development of the HPT network of 
around 800 companies. 

The HPT network has been identi¬ 
fied as having significant potential 
for business and employment 
growth. 

There are around 800 companies 
in Northamptonshire’s HPT net¬ 
work, a cluster of industry activity 
which has developed from the 
county’s strong history and links to 
motorsport. The network has grown 
to incorporate companies operating 
in sectors such as defence, aero¬ 
space, marine, construction and 
renewables and is estimated to be 
worth over £2 billion to Northants 
economy.

Commentators and lawyers alike describe the 
current UK libel laws as antiquated, costly, 
unfair and stifling freedom of expression and 
legitimate debate.

Long awaited reform 
is almost here - with the passed Defamation Act 2013 
expected to come into force later this year. 

So what will be the main changes? 

• All claimants must prove serious harm to reputation in 
order to bring a claim. Trivial claims should not clog the 
Courts in future. 

• Corporate claimants must also show serious financial 
loss (immediate or anticipated loss). This will allow 
greater freedom of expression by preventing large 
corporations from using the threat of libel action to 
silence critics. 

• Defences of truth, honest opinion and public interest 
are simplified in statutory form. This will replace the 
previous common law defences of justification, fair or 
honest comment. 

• Operators of websites hosting online posts will have a 
defence if they are not the author and it is possible for 
the claimant to identify the author. New regulations will 
be introduced to create a procedure for complaints as 
to online posts and what a website operator must do in 
response. This will hopefully simplify the process needed 
to identify a poster hiding behind anonymity. 

• Greater protection for peer-reviewed scientific and 
academic journals. 

• A single publication rule so online material is deemed 
published once, when originally posted and that will 
be the relevant date for limitation purposes (one year 
limitation period running from that date). 

• A limit to the English Court's jurisdiction if a claimant is 
not domiciled in England and Wales. This is intended to 
bring an end to the perception of libel tourism but will 
still allow a foreign domiciled claimant to sue for libel 
in England. 

• There will no longer be a presumption of jury trial. 

• The Court will have statutory power to compel a 
defendant to publish a judgment summary and/or 
remove defamatory statements from websites or from 
distribution. As most cases settle this will not have 
enormous practical effect but the requirement to publish 
a judgment summary should be powerful as the wording, 
time, manner and place of publication will be determined 
by the Court where not agreed between the parties. 

All of these changes are necessary, valuable and largely 
uncontroversial. So why is Northern Ireland not planning 
to adopt the new legislation? Won't publishers and media 
companies be reluctant to set up business in Northern 
Ireland as a consequence? There will also be a difficulty in 
sanitising content for Northern Ireland. 

In the UK, these changes should lead to a reduction in 
complexity and cost. This is good news.

Amankwaah thankful for 
support from home crowd

Kevin Amankwaah is already 
well on the way to becoming a 
firm crowd favourite at Sixfields 
-something which hasn’t escaped 
the Cobblers’ right-back’s atten¬ 
tion. 

The 31-year-old, who signed a 
one-year deal on the eve of the 
new campaign, impressed during 
Saturday’s 3-1 home league win 
over Newport County, having 
originally been dropped by boss 
Aidy Boothroyd. 

The Town boss took the decision 
to bench Amankwaah after a 
below par performance in the 
League Cup defeat against MK 
Dons last Tuesday, but a calf inju¬ 
ry to Matt Heath in the warm up 
meant Amankwaah was restored 
to the starting line-up.

Amankwaah said: “The manager 
took me out, as he’d wanted to 
play Ben (Tozer) at right-back, but 
Matt (Heath) got injured before 
the game and he just said ‘Kev, 
you’re going in.’ 

“It wasn’t a problem for me, I’ve 
been in the game a long time, so it 
was quite easy just to slot in there, 
I’ve done it before and I think I did 
okay. I’ve obviously got legs, so 
that’s a good attribute for me, and 
the crowd seem to be taking to me 
and I’m appreciative of that.” 

Amankwaah also said that,

although delighted to pick up 
their first three points of the sea¬ 
son, the Cobblers players were 
disappointed not to cap the result 
with a clean sheet - which would 
have been just reward for keeper 
Matt Duke, who pulled off a num¬ 
ber of top saves. 

“We were really disappointed to 
concede at the end,” he said. 

“But it was an important win 
which gets us up and running. He 
(Duke) is an important player for 
us and he made some really good 


saves throughout the game, but 
particularly in that first 10 min¬ 
utes, so we owe a lot to him.” 

With key duo Clive Platt and 
Chris Hackett both expected to be 
back in contention for this week¬ 
end’s trip to Southend United, 
Amankwaah admitted there is 
likely to be some competition for 
places in the weeks ahead and 
backed Town to improve on their 
record of just four away league 
wins last term. 

He said: “We’ve got a few key 


players out injured, but the play¬ 
ers who have come in have done 
really well, so there will be a lot of 
competition for places once we get 
the injured players back, which 
only stands us in good stead. 

“It would be brilliant if we could 
improve on the away form from 
last season, which wasn’t too 
good. But we’re working really 
hard on the training pitch and, 
hopefully, we can take the sort of 
form we often show at home into 
our away games.” 


Sharman misses out on Worlds medal

Leicester loanee Jacob Blyth, pictured, 
enjoyed a dream start at Sixfields - head¬ 
ing the opening goal in the 3-1 win over 
Newport County on Saturday - and man¬ 
ager Aidy Boothroyd was impressed with 
what he saw. 

The striker, who turned 21 yesterday, 
joined Northampton on a month’s loan 
from the Championship club on Friday 
and, after being thrown straight into the 
side, he played a key role as the Cobblers 
registered their first three points of the 
campaign. 

“I thought he was excellent,” said 
Boothroyd.

His consistency is certainly 
impressive but that was little con¬ 
solation to Northamptonshire’s 
William Sharman after he fin¬ 
ished outside the medals once 
again at the World Championships 
in Russia. 

The 28-year-old, pictured , came 
home fifth in the 110m hurdles 
final, narrowly missing out on a 
medal with a time of 13.30seconds 
as American David Oliver stormed 
to gold in 13 flat. 

He has now finished in the top 
five at the last three World 
Championships, only the second 
Brit to do so after Tony Jarrett, but 
has failed to snatch a place on the 
podium in any of them. 

And, after clipping the first hur¬ 
dle as he burst from the blocks in 
the Luzhniki Stadium in Moscow, 
Sharman cut a disconsolate figure 
at where he finished. 


“I’m not very pleased with that,” 
he said. “I made a mistake off hur¬ 
dle one and it was hard work from 
there. 

“It’s good to make the final but 
once you’re in the final you have to 
get a medal and all I needed to do 
was to perform to the best of my 
ability - I can’t wake up the next 
day and say I did that. 

“At the beginning of the season 
this was the aim, you have to 
improve on what you’ve done 
before. I can look back on my 
career and say that I sat out two 
years with injury and if I hadn’t 
done that I’d be leading the world 
rankings year after year. 

“But that’s not the case. You have 
to deal with the trials and tribula¬ 
tions.” 

And, while the disappointment 
was etched all over Sharman’s 
face, he still found time to thank 
his team and support for their 
hard work in getting him to the 


start line in Moscow. 

“I have to move on from here,” he 
added. “I’ll speak to my coach and 
I’ll speak to all the guys that have 
helped me. 

“Everyone has worked really 
well, the British Athletics team 
physios have believed in me. I 
want to say a special thank you to 
Andy Burke the osteopath because 
we’re like a team. 

“I just get on the couch and he 
can read my body; he knows what 
we need to do and what not to do, 
we’ve got that balance perfectly. 

“I also want to say thank you to 
Neil Black and the selectors for 
choosing me to perform for Great 
Britain because I love doing it time 
after time and it’s great to put on 
the vest and be a part of the team.”

Alex Corbisiero senses there is a real gritty 
determination within the Northampton 
Saints squad to go one better and lift the 
Aviva Premiership next season. 

The 24-year-old prop, who arrives at 
Franklin’s Gardens from London Irish, has 
now joined up with Saints having enjoyed 
some well-earned time off after helping the 
British & Irish Lions to a stunning victory in 
Australia during the summer. 

With the dust now all but settled on that 
Lions triumph, attention now switches back to 
club rugby and Corbisero is confident his new 
side will be fighting on all fronts over the com¬ 
ing season - both at home and abroad - and 
are desperate to erase the painful memory of 
the 37-17 Premiership final defeat to Leicester 
at Twickenham back in May. 

He said: “The chance to win titles and silver¬ 
ware was a massive part of the attraction to 
join Northampton. 

“You want to play in those big games and 
have the opportunity to win things and add 
those experiences to your career and I feel this 
is the right place for me to do that. 

“I think the boys put down a marker last year 
and showed what they are capable of, particu¬ 
larly in that semi-final against Saracens, and 
then the way they reacted in the final. 

“The squad will learn from those experienc¬ 
es and I think we’re only going onwards and 
upwards. 


“Finishing in the top four is obviously the 
minimum target, but there’s a lot of guys here 
who have experienced and got so close to win¬ 
ning the final and then there are guys like 


myself who have wanted it 
for so long. 

“So I’m really going to 
push myself to get there. It’s 
never going to be easy but, 
with a lot of hard work, 
we’ve got a great squad and 
we’ll be in contention.” 

Corbisiero admits he has 
had to adjust to his new sur¬ 
roundings, as well as coping 
with all the hype surround¬ 
ing the Lions victory, but 
said he is just getting his 
head down. 

“It obviously took a while 
for it to sink in after we 
came back from Australia,” 
said Corbisiero. 

“Being involved with the 
Lions was an incredible and 
surreal experience and to 
achieve what we did was 
awesome. 

“I’ve spent some time over 
in the States to kind of stay 
away from it all and unwind 
with a bit of family time. 

“It’s definitely a different 
experience coming here. 

“Obviously I’d been at 
Irish a long time and you get 
used to the way things are 
done and are comfortable with the system. 

“Where as this is a completely new start, 
there are a lot of adjustments, ground to cover 
and different things to learn.” 


Hartley 

Northampton Saints have 
announced that Dylan 
Hartley will remain as cap¬ 
tain for the 2013/14 season. 

The 27-year-old was 
embroiled in controversy 
during his last appearance 
in a Saints shirt back in 
May, when he become the 
first player to be sent off in a 
Premiership final. 

Hartley was accused of 
swearing at referee Wayne 
Barnes and calling him a 
“cheat” after a penalty deci¬ 
sion went against his side 
during the 37-17 loss to 
Leicester at Twickenham. 

His subsequent 11-week 
ban also forced him to miss 
the British & Irish Lions 
tour to Australia having 
been originally named in 
Warren Gatland’s touring 
party. 

But Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder says he 
is sure Hartley has learned 
his lesson. 

He said: “Of course we’re 
aware that the events of 
May’s Aviva Premiership 
final will mean that there 
will be a lot of attention on 
Dylan this season.

“He has learned from 
what happened at 
Twickenham and knows 
what is expected of him in 
the coming season.
